Or 
lake the two extremes, the topnotcher and the fizzle, and com- 
pare them. You will find superficial differences, differences of 
speech, dress aiui temperament, but not enough to account for 
the astonishing disparity of results.

In .Medl 
cine, for Instance, only one hundred 
new men are received each year, yet 
there are more than five hundred ap- 
plications for admittance. "Wo believe 
In drawing the best students that such 
an in.sllnitioii ran reci'ivc. It la bet- 
ter to have a .student body of 2,500 
splendidly efiulpped earncsl young men 
than to have 5,000 students, many of 
whom ought not to be in the univer- 
sity at all." 

Sir Arthur referred to the wonder- 
fully increased faciliilos whlcli have 
been added within llio last six years, 
lie was very proud of the changea 
that had been produced in certain of 
the courses. The Fuoulty of Arts had 
raised Us .•standards, and more tutorial 
teaching now look place, with the add- 
ed Impetus to the .student from per- 
sonal contact at all times with his 
professor. The graduate' school had 
developed amazingly, while in the fa- 
culty of Applied Science there has 
Iieni more improvement In the last 
five years than at any other time in 
its history Sir Arthur concluded by 
asking the graduates to take a copy 
of the booklet called "Six Years at 
JIi.'Glli". wlili.'li they would find a 
faJlliXul account of his .slewardshij) 
during lh;iL period. 

-Mr. Walter Moison, llic graduates' 
representative oa the board of gover- 
nors vrna then called upon by the 
president. During his term on the 
h'l.'ird, 111.' liad soin ("learly that the 
governors were very glad to take any 
suggc-stloi|s that the graduates had 
to offer.

One of the 
people a.l work there was A, L. Patter- 
son, ot Arts '23; who has now gone 
to Germany to carry on further re- 
search on similar subjects. 

All tho knowledge of the radiations 
from radium whitfli he and his col- 
leagiioH laboriously collc-ctcd diirlpc 
professorsliip at McGill from 1S&8 
to 1907 is serving hint In good stead 
In these Invcetlgatlons. 

One of the most outstanding .scicn- 
tlflo events of the summer and one 
which Dr. Uleler attended, was the 
meet lug ,-it Oxford of tho British A.-i- 
.«oclatlon for the advancement of Sci- 
ence. The Prince of Wales had con- 
sented to preside at the Assembly, 
this year, and even greater crowds 
than iiiruai gathered In tho Sheldon- 
iaii Theatre to hear the opening ad- 
dress. The opening was marked by all 
the pomp associated with acedemic 
functions In the old university. 

The Physical Section concerned It- 
self mainly with Atomli' Physics. One 
of the (juestlons which Is foremost in 
the rainds of physicists today Is 
whether the phenomena of Atomic 
Physics are to be explained as th« 
ba.<!is of the mechanics of Xewton 
and Maxwell.

Another outslundlng .'<i"l memorable 
acquaintance in Switzerland Dr. Cald- 
well said, was the great Paderewskl. 
At the request of Madame Paderewskl 
Mrs^Caldwell has commenced with her 
Bî-'correspondencc upon matters of 
common interest. Never had he seen 
In a single house. Professor CaJdwell 
stated, BO many signed photographs of 
the world's greatest ones — kings, popes 
and leaders of all kinds as are to be 
seen In the reception rooms of the 
Pttderewskis.. The magic of this great 
man's name and fortune meant nearly 
everything to Poland in the early days 
of the new republic. He is still one 
of the outstanding figures In Europe, 
and looks well and- strong and rested 
In his castle in the Alps. 

As he has already stated In the 
Press Professor Caldwell had a long 
intrevJew- In the AVar Office in War- 
saw w'if.i the famous Marshall Plls- 
iirtski, a force of great Importance' in 
past and present PoUsh politics.
